TEACHING HISTORY. 

The circulation record of the New York public 
libraries contains some interesting testimonies of 
preferences from childish readers. 

Many say they like.the history of our country, 
one of them explains because it tells how they 
fought and how many battles they fought to be 
free of England. The Civil War is also mentioned, 
and the reading of such books !s recommended be- 
cause it makes one want to be a patriot, too. — 

It is strange how this patriotism of blood and 
death persists, Notwithstanding the growth of 
utilitarian doctrine; which counts the invention of 
the cotton gin and steam engine quite as signif:- 
cant historically as the bloodiest battles, children 
seldom get a glimpse of these all-controlling facts. 
To trace the decline cf the cane sugar industry in 
Ciba caused by the growth of the beet and manu- 
facture of beet sugar is to study the causes of the 
Spanish-American War. But how many children 
have heard that there was anything in it but 
a cruel: Spaniard and a noble-hearted American 
who \would never, neyer consent to the continu- 
ance of the old government? 

How many pupils in public schools, even in ad- 
vanced grades, know the connectior between the 
cotton gin and the American Civil War? 

This is real history. It is not a mere thrilling 
story dt mad ddring and battle-fed patriotism. 
But im the lands of @ good teacher it can be 
made absorbingly interesting, Of course, these 
things are often mentioned, but i.ot often do they 
receive attention as the vital and controlling facts 
of history. 

It is probable that elder people go not rightly 
look at this matter, Bducation will have to be- 
gin with them, for the child will value more highly 
the story of Wateloo ftom the lips of his fa- 
ther than the account of Napolecn’s introduction 
of the sugar beet into Eurgpe.

violating the-hours of service act, the company’s 
counsel argued that if telegraph operators worked 
in two-hour shifts with intervals of three hours. 
the intervals did not count and the law Was not 
violated. The District Court decided against 
the company, but the Court of Appeals, Judges 
Grosscup, Baker and Seaman, reverses this opin- 
ion. 

If the -16 hours be made up by adding together 
the two-hour working periods, the operator’, stunt 
of daily work will require 37 hours to complete. 
There are eight periods of work, two hours each, 
and seven sleeping periods of three hours each, 
sandwiched in between. Of course, such a thing is 
not and cannot be required except in case of 
dire emergency, but the fact that the court holds 
it no violation of law shows that there is lamcnta- 
ble ambiguity somewhere. 

The case is one of tuose g tg more frequent 
of late, involving questions of, public health and 
Safety. Hitherto the rules of law have grown 
out of commercial business usage, the law seeking 
to promote commerce by giving legal effect to 
those usages which -nen of business have found 
beneficial to trade. But we now meet with other 
considerations, especially those of health, and 
they are slowly getting into the opinions of the 
judges.

Of “Yankee Doodle” it is neces- 
gary only to say that it is absolute nonsense; not 
the fresh, stimulating nonsense of “Mother Goose,” 
put the nonsense ‘which wells up from the absolute- 
ly meaningless. It appeals to no sentiment of 
any kind avd the inspiration often derived from 
t is purely associational. “Yankee Doodle,” empty 
and silly in. itself, “conventionally. signifies pa- 
triotism, and the audience rises to it. But suppose 
convention had ascribed to the well-known poem, 
“Heydiddile diddle, the cat and the fiddle, the cow 

jumped . over the moon,” the same patriotit sig- 
nificance. The audience would just as surely rise 
to that, and for an added reason. There is merit 
in it, as nonsense. 

There is neither nobility, nor grace, nor dignity, 
nor energy in either of these products of Ameri- 
can genius. In neither is there the faintest trace 
of national character, purpose or aspiration. ’ 

Mrs, Julia Ward Howe’s great hyinn, “The Bat- 
tle Hymn of the Republic,” would be worthy of 
employment as a national hymn, if {t were not 
for its accasional origin. It grew out of slavery and 
does not Answer well to the conditions in which 
chatéel slavéry is not an element. The music used 
with this song, by the way, is American, which is 
more than can be said of that employed to make 
some other: patriotic verses go. We shall have to 
wait for a real National hymn or song until the na- 
tional spirit 80 possesses, obsesses; governs and

Operating 
in sanitary, cells, why should it not prove an @f- 
fective curative agent for nroral faculties in a”state 
of consumptive degeneration? 

The Chicago architect’ for reform has hope and 
reason on his side. We bespeak for him the co- 
operation of the anti-smoke nuisance authorities 30 
that the sun which he inyokes may get a fair show. 
Indeed, if the smoke pall should be Hfted permanent- 
ly, perhaps many Chicagoans might be redeemed 
without going to jail at all.

Official, Speaking 
for ‘Submerged Half,” De- 
clares Chaos Would 
Result. 


To. the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Bolling down the various utterances 
upon the matter of the Termina) ordi- 
nances, it appears doubtful if arly one 
realizes that one-half the railroads com- 
prising the Terminal Raliroad Assocta- 
tion of St. Louis are wholly without in- 
terest In the matter of the so-called 
arbitrary, except that they jointly pay 
three times as much of this charge as 
all the other business interests of St. 
Louls put together; 

The papers. and the public, for that 
matter, are so wbed to, tilting at the 
arbitrary and the glasses through which 
they look are so focused that it seems 
impossible for them to consider any 
railroad proposition without bringing it 
(the arbitrary) to the fore. In the con- 
sideration of present Terminal prob- 
lems, this feature is again injected. If 
it could only once be whderstood that 
the Terminal Raiiroaa Association is a 
facility which affords certain things for 
hire and that the only measure which 
can properly be applied to the Terminal! 
is “whether their present charges are 
fair or. otherwise,’’ the situation would 
be easy of solution. 

To begin With, the Terminal Associa- 
tion does not charge w cents a passeri- 
ger for crossing the bridges; it charges 
the. railroads who use the bridge $3 a 
caf; the railroads, for reasons of their 
own, make the 25-cent differential. The 
$3 a car charge is a fair ofe; no com- 
pany anywhere could afford. to furnish 
facilities of the kind for any less. 
Take the coal rate—the Termina) 
charges 20 cents a ton and treats. every 
one exactly alike; the receiver of one 
car or the receiver of 1000—whether.it is 
handled one mile or 16 miles. The West 
Side raflroads themselves pay’ the same. 
for their own fuel. 

2 have never neard ene posted rian 
declare that service such as is. given by 
tne Terminal could be furnished for less 
than the charge I have mentioned. Sup- 
pose, for instance, that the Terminal 
should handle the passenger cars across 
its bridges for nothing, and suppose 
that‘it handled the coal for nothing, 
the East Side railroads would be de- 
lighted; the pmblic would be satisfied; 
what of the West side lines, the “sub- 
merged half’ of the Termifia). Assoocia- 
tion? 

» Each one. of us is back of the secur- 
ities of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion with our guarantee: of both prin- 
cipal and interest. We pay for all the 
service that we get from tlhe Terminal. 
Why should our property be tsed to 
afford service for some one else for 
nothing, whether It be railroad or in- 
dividual? 

Depot Is Unmecessary. 

To go a jittle farther: Years ago, be- 
fore practically any of us became in- 
terested in the Terminal, there was an 
obligation incurred to erect a $200,000 
depot in North Sf. Louis. There was 
no earthly use for such a depot and the 
fact that all of this time has elapsed 
without a demand for the depot is suf- 
ficient proof. The “submerged halt’ is 
not responsible for this condition, yet 
we are perfectly willing to pay our 
part of the $200,000, because to our minds 
their. exists such an obligation. . 

The major portion of us have entered 
the Terminal Railroad Association since 
the Union Station was constructed.’ Not 
a one knew that it trespassed “ upon 
Market street; nelther did ene citizen in 
ten thousand, yet it @eems that we do 
trespass and while we feel that in this 
instance we have a moral right to the 
ground, only one of two courses ig left 
to us—the disfigurement of the depot or 
payment for the trespass. The former 
is, or ought to be, impossible, so we 
choose the latter. 

The Clark avenue viaduct matter fs 
not a legal obligation. Granting that it 
isa moral one, we have offered te meet 
it. 

We have already paid the owners of 
abutting property five times over for 
the surface of the streets and alleys in 
the Ranken tract. We now offer to buy 
t.em again from the city, which has 
hitherto paid as much attention to them 
as they have to the internal affairs of 
Nicaragua.

Neither confirmation or denial was 
made by Col. Laird or Bland of the 
rumor that a former police official 
and a present official in the Police De- 
partment each owed the fund on “I O 
U’s”’ $1200. 

Neither would the investigators state 
on what information or evidence they 
had based their request upon the Chief 
of Police for the arrest of Secretary 
John M. HeHaly. Healy is at liberty 
on $800 bond. 

If there is a shortage in the funds of 
the Relief association it was effected 
by collusion of two or more persons, is 
the opinion among members. Another 
member of the force besides Secretary 
Healy, the opinion holds.at police head- 
quarters, is under surveillance. 

Nineteen Witnesses Called. 

The. investigating committee started 
its inquiry at 10 a. m. Saturday and 
did not conclude the hearing until 7 
o’clock.. last. night: . While -it was in 
session 19 witnesses, all members of 
thé executive committee of the asso- 
ciation, appeared before the committee 
to testify. 

The fact that ‘Chief Creecy was not 
invited into the board room during the 
nine hours of the session caused com- 
ment‘at the Four Courts, as did the fact 
that Inspéctor McDonnell, a subordinate 
to Creécy, was present throughout the 
entire hearing. 

The witnesses were Capt. Mansfield 
of the Newstead district, who repre- 
sents the captains on the executive 
committee of the association; Lieut. 
McCormick, who represents the leuten- 
ants; two sergeants, representing offi- 
cers of their rank; representatives from 
the Mounted Station and headquarters 
and one patrolman from each of the 12 
police districts.

“ Him in Chicago, 


Miss Regina Loiseau, 18-year-old “love 
pirate,”’. for whose sakeDr. Oscar R. 
Bullard deserted his wife and four. chil- 
dren and served a month in the work- 
house; was arrested last night in Chi- 
cago while talking on a street corner 
with the physician, who escaped from 
the workhouse Tuesday amid a hail of 
bullets. Dr. Bullard, for the second 
time in a week, dodged a fusillade 
bullets and got away. 

In a moment of unwariness, according 


to a news dispatch, inspired by her 
pride in the perils the physician had 
braved in order to rejoin her, the 
Loiseau girl revealed the identity of 
her companion. Then, she said, she 
could have bitten her tongue out. 

“T’ll not tell a thing more,” she de- 
elared at the Chicago Avenue Police 
Station, as she wept with mortification 
over her indiscretion. 

“Dr. Bullard has risked death twice 
for me now and I'll die for him if nec- 
essary. I’ll stay here 10 years’ before 
T’ll tell another thing. 

“T hope he will read what I say now: 
I love him, love him, love him, and 
will wait for him forever.” 

Pair Found. Together, 

Dr. Bullard and the girl were found 
together at North Clark and West Hu- 
ron streets, last nieht, after a mysteri- 
ous informant hea told the police that 
a man “was arinoying’’ a.woman there. 
When the physician saw the police, he 
ran and: with the speed which made 
him a football hero in college days, 
quickly outdistanced his pursuers. 

The ZWoilseau girl.~aand Bullard were 
arraigned together in the Court of 
Criminal Correction in 8t. Louis. On 
her promise to give tim up, she was 
paroled. The physician refused to 
make such a promise and received a 
sentence of six months. 

On Tuesday, while hauling dirt from 
an excavation Within the stockade and 
dumping it on the ice on Broadway, he 
slipped behind the wagon, and, using it 
as a shield, got a speedy start in his 
dash for liberty. He was pursued for 
several blocks and 6 shots were fired 
after him, but hé dodged from side to 
side of the- street an escaped uri- 
scathed.

She Tells Mayor Beall That 
She Has Lived Two. Years 
on Her Wits. 


Wiss Ilo Kearns, the prettiest girl ever 
arrested in Alton, gave @ signal proof 
yesterday of the personal fascination 
which enabled her, an inexperienced girl 
of 19 years, to live by her wits for two 
years, after running away from home 
in an Indiana town. 

Although she confessed to passing 
worthless checks in three cities, where 
she was known by eight names, Mayor 
Beall of Alton accompanied her to the 
Madison County Jail at Edwardsville, 
and said he would recommend her to 
the clemency of the court when she 
is arraigned for trial. Society women 
of Alton flocked to the City Jafl before 
her removal and offered to redeem the 
check which caused her arrest if the 
authorities would release her. 

At the Fidwardsville Jail, last night, 
a mysterious influence shielded her from 
visitors, the. Jailer stating she was “too 
nervous and exhausted” to see anyone. 
A deputy, however, who had seen her 
in her cell, admitted that she seeméd 
“cheerful enough.’’ 

The qualifications with which she was 
endowed for the remarkable career just 
interrupted are a pair of guileless- 
seeming blue eyes, a soft voice with ap- 
pealing, pathetic accents, and a “grand 
air,” which she knows how to assume 
on occasion. With the eyes and voice 
she won confidence and sympathy. With 
her assumption of dignity, she overawed 
distrust. 


Half Truthfal to Friends. 

So it happened that Mayor Beall, after 
hearing * a partial confession of her 
forgeries and aliases, said: 

“Poor little girl! She got into trouble 
because she was hard up. [I'll -. per- 
sonally ask the Court to be lenient with 
her when she is tried.” 

But even in her statements to Mayor 
Beall and to Mrs. Sophia Demuth, the 
police matron, who took an equal’ in- 


name for herself, “Ila Ella Thorne.” 
She was arrested as “Josephine Croan,” 
and has employed the aliases of “Tio 
Blodgett,” “Helen Houston,” “Mrs. W. 
N. Croan,” “Grace Clayton” and “Mrs. 
Sctruster.” 

Miss Kearns, according to news dis- 
patches, is the granddaughter of Mrs. 
Mary Blodgett of Anderson, Ind., whe is 
the widow of the late Rev. George W’ 
Bledgett. The girl's father is James 
Kearns of Fimt, Mich) Her mother 
died when she was a baby, and she was 
reared by her grandparents. She was so 
clever and apt that at the age of 17 she 
graduated in music and became a 
teacher of the piano. A brilliant career 
was predicted for her. 

Two years ago the Rev. Mr. Blodgett 
died and De was inconsolable. Out of 
her sorrow she emerged a changed girl. 
She began to wander alone to other 
towns, from which frequent repo of 
her financial difficulties reached her 
grandmother. She had inherited a few 
hundred dollars from her grandfather's 
estate, but this sum was soon eaten up 
in settling checks which she was alleged 
to have passed.

Democratic State leaders, including 
2! Senator Stone, David R. Francis, Joseph 
W.. Folk, James A. Reed, Moses C. Wet- 
more, William H. Phelps and Joseph B. 
Shannon, tip-toed quietly inte an up- 
stairs parlor at the Southern Hotel yes- 
terday afternoon and debated for five 
hours the necessity of reorganizing the 
party along harmonious lines.

Wheat prices in the local market 
made a strong stand last week in the 
face of very general bear sentiment. The 
opinion that the market is to be guided 
almost entirely by domestic factors 
from now on made the firmly main- 
tained cash premiums and light ter- 
minal stocks the bacis of free short cov- 
ering.

Austra- 
lian and Indian offerings were heavy, 
however, and it was reported that Rus- 
sia was only awaiting the opening of 
navigation to ship wheat freely. The 
Argentine news Was rather offset by 
the probability that the deficit there 
will be made up by other producing 
countries, ‘leaving the movement of 
prices in this country almost entirely 
dependent on domestic receipts, sup- 
plies and cash markets. 

Foreign Markets Firm. 

Liverpool reported small arrivals of 
parcels and cargoes and a good demand 
for them. Broomhall predicted a very 
bearish statement of the world’s wheat 
crop, which was not surprising in view 
of the fact that Huropean supplies have 
increased steadily. With the tone in 
the spot markets the guiding influence, 
prices in Liverpool and other foreign 
markets ruled strong and higher 
throughout, which was reflected dis- 
tinctly in the local market. 

Bradstreet reported an increase of 
4,010,000 bu in the world’s visible supply 
of wheat. Most of this was in Europe, 
as the domestic available decreased 661,- 
000 bu, now amounting to 27,077,000 bu. 
Wérld’s shipments, at 10,368,000 bu, 
showed a sharp increase over those of 
the previous week and last year. Wheat 
and flour on ocean passage made an 
insignificant increase. 

Prices advanced steadily early in the 
w ek, but broke toward the last. The 
close was at net declines, but in a 
s‘eady position. 

May wheat closed 1%c lower for the 
week at $1.12%% and July wheat %c low- 
er at $1.01%.
